Police boss loses 
Labour’s support

POLICE and Crime 
Commisioner Oily Martins 
has hit back at ‘corrupt cow¬ 
ards’ within the Labour Party 
who have called for a ballot to 
decide who the party’s candi¬ 
date for next year’s PCC elec¬ 
tion will be. 

At the meeting in Luton, a 
trigger ballot was called for by 
members of the Labour Party 
in the Luton South constitu¬ 
ency instead of supporting Mr 
Martins. 

This is one of a series of con¬ 
stituency meetings on wheth¬ 
er Mr Martins should retain 
the Labour nomination or 
whether an election for an 


alternative candidate should 
be held, which Mr Martins is 
free to throw his name into 
the hat for, should it so hap¬ 
pen. 

Mr Martins said: “I have 
been an outspoken critic of 
membership packing in Luton 
Labour Party so it comes as no 
surprise that those responsi¬ 
ble should seek to exact some 
measure of revenge in my own 
re-selection process. 

“However, I fully expect to be 
the Labour candidate for PCC 
next May.” 

A senior member of the 
Labour Party in Luton said 
that they do not expect Mr 
Martins to retain the nomina¬ 
tion given the feeling about 
his performance as PCC inside 


the party. Thursday’s vote was 
a reflection of this, they say. 

Mr Martins added: “This 
week I had both MPs and the 
Unison police rep speaking up 
for me but they were out-voted 
by people who only turn up 
when their vote is needed and 
who have no other involve¬ 
ment in the work of the party 
or our campaigns. 

“I strongly suspect this is 
also linked to the sacking of 
my partner as local Labour 
organiser. But those involved 
should note I do not respond 
well to attempted bullying 
and intimidation by anony¬ 
mous and corrupt cowards.” 

On what impact the vote will 
have on Mr Martins’ nomina¬ 
tion, Luton Borough council¬ 


lor Sian Timoney, a member of 
the Luton South branch of the 
Labour Party, said: “It’s far too 
early to tell. 

“There are other meetings to 
come and this one alone is not 
enough for there to be a trigger 
ballot.” 

Conservative PCC nominee, 
Kathryn Holloway said: “Even 
Jeremy Corbyn’s Labour Party 
seem to understand that you 
can’t reward failure. 

“Unfortunately Mr Martins’ 
term hasn’t just been marked 
by being accident prone but by 
repeated failures, whether it 
was a referendum which cost 
the taxpayer £600,000 or a 
breach of confidence which 
saw him temporarily sus¬ 
pended from his party.” 


Secondary schools top in the region 


NEW figures released by Ofsted put Luton in 
a good light in terms of secondary school 
standards. 

Overall 92 per cent of Luton children now 
attend a secondary school that has been 
rated good or better by Ofsted. This is the 
highest of all the eastern region authorities 
and well above the England average of 77 
per cent. 

However, despite the results, Luton 
Borough Council has stated there is still 


room for improvement. 

Councillor Mahmood Hussain, portfolio 
holder with responsibility for children and 
young people said: “This is excellent news 
for Luton’s children, however there is no 
room for complacency. 

“Our main goal is for every child in the 
town to attend a good or outstanding pri¬ 
mary or secondary school and we will con¬ 
tinue to strive to achieve this goal.” 

The council says part of the reason for the 


success is schools working together. 

Despite the high score for secondary 
schools, the borough’s primary schools are 
falling behind with just 79 per cent attend¬ 
ing a school which is good or better, with 
work to be done to match the performances 
of secondary schools in the town. 

However, Central Bedfordshire performed 
well in this category, with 88 per cent of 
pupils attending a good or outstanding 
school, which ties for third in the country.

Mr Miller has denied all 
charges of racially 
aggravated assault and 
assault by beating. 

The case is still on-going.

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Calls for tougher line 
against banned group

POLICE have been asked to 
do more to combat the ‘dis¬ 
ruptive' presence of ex¬ 
members of the banned 
extremist group 

Al-Muhajiroun following 
terror arrests this week. 

Four men from Luton are 
in custody after early morn¬ 
ing raids on Wednesday 
morning saw officers search 
seven houses and a number 
of vehicles. 

Since the arrests, Luton on 
Sunday has spoken to mem¬ 
bers of the town’s Muslim 
community who said they 
were ‘frustrated’ that no 
action seemed to be taken 
against ex-Al-Muhajiroun 
members who regularly dis¬ 
tribute extremist literature 
in Bury Park. The group was 
banned in 2010 but some of 
its ex-members still live and 
operate in Luton. 

Tanvir Munir, general sec¬ 
retary of Luton Central 
Mosque, said they ‘worked 
in a grey area’ which did not 
break the law. 

He said: “They speak out¬ 
side our mosque but they do 


not even pray at our mosque. 

“The imams are trying to 
expose what they are saying 
and with the recent events 
we are trying to talk to tackle 
them. But with freedom of 
speech, the police know who 
they are, we know who they 
are and we ask the police; 
‘why don’t you arrest them?’ 
The issue is that they are not 
crossing the line, they are 
just near the line.” 

Akbar Khan, of community 
cohesion group Building 
Bridges, said the police had 
to be more ‘pro-active’ but 
added that extremists were a 
‘product of our failures over 
the years’. He said: “I am in 
agreement that the Muslim 
community has failed itself 
by not standing up to 
extremism in our town. The 
difficulty we now face is that 
these extremists operate 
through intimidation and 
secret cells.” 

Bedfordshire Police said: 
“We are aware of concerns 
about the distribution of 
such literature and carry out 
regular high visibility 
patrols in the area at specific 
times in order to disrupt 
such activity.”

Town’s anger at Liddle bomb jibe 


RESIDENTS have hit back 
after a Sunday Times col¬ 
umnist suggested that the 
UK would be better off 
bombing Luton than Syria 
this week. 

Rod Liddle, who has also 
written for The Sun and 
The Spectator, made the 
remarks in a column last 
weekend. 

The piece, headlined: 


‘I’m all for vexing Corbyn 
but we’d be better off 
bombing Luton’ drew a 
serious reaction from a 
number of people includ¬ 
ing MP for Luton South 
Gavin Shuker and Luton 
Council of Faiths, who 
invited Mr Liddle to visit 
the town in a letter. 

One part of the letter 
from the Council of Faiths 


read: ‘The article blankets 
nearly 50,000 Muslim resi¬ 
dents as followers of a rad¬ 
ical Islam which poses a 
danger to Britain. 

‘Even in sarcasm, to call 
for the bombing of a whole 
town is truly shocking.’ 

A spokeswoman for The 
Sunday Times said: “Rod 
Liddle’s column was an 
opinion piece suffused 


with irony and exaggera¬ 
tion to make his serious 
point that he doesn’t agree 
with bombing Isis in 
Syria. 

“Rod is not calling for 
Luton to be bombed but is 
arguing that bombing Isis 
is even more illogical than 
bombing Luton, which no 
government would 
remotely contemplate.”

Director to leave 
after suspension

A SENIOR council director 
suspended for allegedly ver¬ 
bally abusing a councillor 
from a neighbouring author¬ 
ity will leave in the New Year. 

Colin Chick, Luton Borough 
Council’s regeneration cor¬ 
porate director for more than 
13 years, is said to be leaving 
to ‘pursue other interests’. 

A statement published on 
the authority’s intranet sys¬ 
tem this week said his last day 
would be on January 16. 

Mr Chick has not been at 
work since a complaint was 
made by Councillor Richard 


Stay, from Central 
Bedfordshire, about com¬ 
ments made during the 
Municipal Journal Awards in 
London on June 18 this year. 

Mr Stay said Mr Chick had 
been ‘successful’ in attract¬ 
ing investment to the town 
but added that ‘some of his 
personal traits have brought 
Luton Council into disrepute’. 

He said: “I have received no 
apology or confirmation that 
my complaint has been 
upheld and I find it very 
unsatisfactory. 

“If you make a complaint to 
a public body and if they deal 
with it through the proper 
procedures, you expect there 


to be an outcome and to be 
told whether or not it has 
been upheld. I have not 
received one and it feels like a 
whitewash.” 

A senior Luton councillor, 
who did not wish to be 
named, told Luton on Sunday 
that a ‘large group’ of Labour 
councillors had been ‘trying 
to get rid of Colin for ages’. 

Luton Council did not com¬ 
ment when asked about the 
status of Mr Stay’s complaint. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Colin has been a committed 
and enthusiastic member of 
Luton Council’s senior team 
and we wish him the very 
best for the future.”

Concerns over kids 
playing in the road

RESIDENTS have warned that children who 
are playing in the road because their old rec¬ 
reation space has been replaced by houses 
are risking ‘serious injury'. 

Last year Luton Borough Council agreed to 
build 54 houses and two flats on green space 
in Ickley Close. 

The first batch of new tenants moved in this 
summer, but an area of open land behind the 
development which was meant to be availa¬ 
ble this summer is not yet ready. 

Councillors agreed on Wednesday to delay 
the opening of the land for further work but 


locals have criticised the development which 
they say has taken away green space. 

Robin Wright, a resident who has lived in the 
area for 30 years, said: “The kids are playing 
on the main road now. Some kids are going to 
be killed because it is chaos and things will 
only get worse.” 

Another resident, John Tiseo, said: “The kids 
have nowhere to play. They play in the road 
and I do not blame them, they have nowhere 
else to go. When my kids grew up they had 
somewhere to play. 

A council spokesman said the town had ‘sig¬ 
nificant housing needs’ and added that the 
delayed open space would ‘in the long term 
benefit all’.

More is coming our way 

LAST week the police and crime com¬ 
missioner continued to complain at 
length that all the ills of Bedfordshire 
Police are still due to funding, barely 
acknowledging that he now expects a 
full 20 per cent more in his budget 
than had been expected, following 
the chancellor’s freeze on police cuts. 

In addition to this, £900 million is 
being added to the central police 
grant which includes a portion for 
increased firearms training, which is 
available to all. We will know our 
share of this before Christmas. 

There is also another key opportuni¬ 
ty here which is being ignored: police 
funding will be allocated on the basis 
of increasing efficiency and reforming 
the police, especially by working 
more closely together with other 
emergency services. The Government 
will give extra funding to those forces 
which have strong proposals in these 
areas; if Mr Martins does not we will 
continue to lose out. I have already 
proposed working with the fire ser¬ 
vice to share facilities in areas like 
Ampthill and Shefford, which have 
lost their police stations, which is pre¬ 
cisely the type of initiative required to 
win an increased share. 

It is entirely true that Bedfordshire 
Police is sitting on largely redundant 
buildings whose sale could help. 
Greyfriars Station in Bedford was ear¬ 
marked for decommissioning over a 
year ago and Leighton Buzzard’s sta¬ 
tion has been considered over-sized 
for its needs for a decade.

With a potentially crucial deci¬ 
sion made this week at the 
House of Commons, reporter 
Nick Smith gives his take on 
the Syria vote and the events 
surrounding it, which sees the 
British military back in the 
thick of it in the Middle East 
once more. 



WHILE undoubtedly a com¬ 
plex issue, it was disappoint¬ 
ing to see the House of 
Commons vote to approve air 
strikes on Syria this 
Wednesday. 

The vote came despite an 
ever increasing public oppo¬ 
sition to military intervention 
and without, at least in my 
opinion, a convincing or clear 
argument which deemed 
military intervention as the 
best possible course of 
action. 

For that, I’d like to say well 
done to Luton MPs Gavin 
Shuker and Kelvin Hopkins 
for voting against action in 
Syria. 

It was equally disappoint¬ 
ing given the state of affairs 
surrounding the debate on 
Wednesday. 

While it was good to see so 
many people expressing an 
opinion, rightly so given the 
importance of the event, 
there was a toxic feeling 
around the entire debate. 

Most prominent being anti¬ 
war campaigners harrassing 
staff at Walthamstow MP 
Stella Creasy’s office in an 
attempt to get her to change 
her position on the vote, in 
addition to holding protests 
outside her office. 

Whatever your views, we 
live in a democracy and 
there’s simply no place for 
that. 

Aside from the nastiness, it 
felt like only half a debate 
was being had. 

What got to me most about 
regarding military interven¬ 
tion was the prevailing 
theme that the options we, 
as a country, had, were lim¬ 
ited to a binary. 

The options presented 


appeared to be either bomb 
Syria or let Daesh carry on 
doing as they are with no 
opposition. 

The extent of this was that 
when it was announced that 
from a poll of Labour Party 
members 75 per cent were 
opposed to air strikes, that I 
saw people genuinely saying 
on social media that this was 
tantamount with supporting 
the actions of ISIS, which 
could not be further from the 
truth. 

Many other alternatives 
than military action were on 
the table, such as economic 
pressures, which were never 
explored in as much depth 
as military intervention. 

I might be as bold enough 
as to say that whatever the 
outcome of the debate the 
result was a forgone conclu¬ 
sion. 

While it may be proven 
necessary in coming years, 
it’s hard to justify on such 
little evidence particularly 
with Great Britain’s, and the 
west as a whole’s, pretty 
awful record in the Middle 
East never far from thought. 

Most prominent is the Iraq 
War which we were led into 
with America at our side, but 
look back almost 100 years 
and you can see the start of 
the problems Western inter¬ 
vention in the Middle East 
has caused. 

Coupled with calls from 
Syrian citizens to cease 
attacks, it makes this a very 
bitter pill to swallow. 

I may be proven wrong in 
the coming months or years 
but right now both the result 
of the debate and the man¬ 
ner in which it came about, 
are hard to justify.

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Owner hits out at 
booze opposition

THE owner of an Indian res¬ 
taurant applying for permis¬ 
sion to sell alcohol with late 
night takeaways has spoken 
out to reassure residents 
concerned it will not cause 
more anti-social behaviour.

He said: “There 
are a large number of young 
children in this community 
who are put at risk by the dis¬ 
carded and broken bottles 
and cans on the pavements in 
this area. Children from the 
nearby primary school at 
Beech Hill and children’s 
centre next door have to walk 
along surrounding roads 
near to the Alankar premises. 

“Permission to sell alcohol 
from here, including a late 
night licence, will make the 
situation worse.” 

Mr Malik said nearby off- 
licences are the problem: 
“This is not like the off- 
licence. We are a popular res¬ 
taurant with lots of bookings. 

“While we are here and the 
lights are on, there are no 
troublemakers. They are 
coming after we go.”

council, so that’s something for the mantlepiece, 
and something that means we must not be loud 
again. Can we stay open? Yes, we think so. 

“But rather than restrict ourselves to bands with¬ 
out drums, saxophones and electric guitars we have 
to sound proof as best we can.” 

Donating through crowdfunding, supporters 
already raised more than 50 per cent of the sum.

School is set to be 
closed a year early

THE closure of a middle 
school has been brought for¬ 
ward by a year because of 
falling pupil numbers. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council will shut Brewers Hill 
Middle School, Dunstable, in 
August next year instead of 
August 2017 as first planned. 

Last year councillors voted 
to shut Brewers Hill, along 
with Ashton Middle School 
and Streetfield Community 


Middle School, because low 
pupil numbers meant they 
were ‘no longer educationally 
or financially viable’. The 
decision was opposed by par¬ 
ents and pupils at the time. 

The council’s proposal to 
defer Brewers Hill’s closure 
date had been due to uncer¬ 
tainty over nearby Beecroft 
Academy’s application to 
convert to a primary school. 

Councillor Mark Versallion 
said: “Due to Beecroft only 
receiving permission to con¬ 
vert to a primary school on 


June 3, 2015, it wasn’t until 
the start of the current aca¬ 
demic year that definite Year 
5 numbers were known at 
Beecroft and Brewers Hill. 

“Parents and carers of cur¬ 
rent Brewers Hill pupils and 
staff at the school were con¬ 
sulted on proposals to bring 
forward the closure date; no 
responses were received by 
the close of the consultation. 

“The council and school 
have already offered exten¬ 
sive support to parents and 
carers of all the children.”

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Petition pushes for 
end to 20mph limit

COUNCIL officers are studying traffic speed 
data following a petition set up by residents 
calling for a 20mph limit to be reviewed. 

Central Bedfordshire Council said it is look¬ 
ing at injury collision data after concerns were 
raised that the low speed limit on busy roads 
in Dunstable made the area more dangerous. 

The petition was started online by resident 
Emma Roe who said the 20mph limit made 
some drivers ‘very impatient’ and caused 
them to drive dangerously. 

On the petition, she said: “I and many others 
I have spoken with have found that when 
adhering to the 20mph speed limit, that other 
drivers become very impatient as they were 
not willing to stick to this limit too, causing 
them most of the time to perform dangerous 
overtaking. 

“I have also been coming from the opposite 
direction when a driver is overtaking some¬ 
body else adhering to 20mph, which saw me 
narrowly avoid a head on incident on more 
than one occasion.” 

A council spokesman said: “We are studying 
all areas for speed data and have some results 
but we still have other areas to collect data 
from which will happen over the next month. 

“We will look at injury collision data which is 
sent to us from the Department of Transport 
but that is often six months behind, as police 
have to prepare their reports. As Central 
Bedfordshire Council is yet to receive the peti¬ 
tion regarding 20mph we would be unable to 
comment at this moment in time.”

Big house has I I 

a say in naming - 
of village roads [_^ 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
‘other big house’ in Luton... 


Stopsley Village was absorbed into Luton in 
1933 but is still regarded by many of its 
inhabitants as a very separate place. 

Luton has strong links to Luton Hoo but for 
Stopsley, the ‘big house’ is on the Putteridge 
Bury Estate. Half the land in the parish of 
Stopsley belonged to the owners of the estate 
for most of the 19th and 20th centuries. 

The road from Putteridge Bury to Stopsley 
was called Park Road until 1933, when the 
name was changed to Putteridge Road to 
avoid confusion with other ‘Park’ roads in the 
town. Sowerby Avenue was named in 1932. 

The Sowerby family purchased Putteridge 
Bury in 1788 and the original mansion was 
destroyed by fire in 1808. A new house was 
rebuilt in 1911. In 1888 Colonel Sowerby died 
when he was attacked by his Egyptian stag. 

Felix Avenue, a road off of Stockingstone 
Road, was named in 1928, six years after Sir 
Felix Cassel moved into Putteridge Bury.

WITH three younger brothers 
and so plenty of noise, there 
might not be enough time this 
Christmas for Callum Slee, from 
Hawkfields in Luton, to do what 
he loves best - sleep! 

The 12-year-old’s parents, 
Marie, 37, and Wayne Slee, 39, 
laugh about their son’s favourite 
pastime. 

“He loves his sleep,” said Marie. 
“Even with three younger broth¬ 
ers in the house he has no prob¬ 
lem dropping off. I’ll wake him 
up in the morning and dress him 
and he doesn’t even open his 
eyes. We’ll put him on the school 
bus and he drops off again, even 
his teachers at Woodland 
Secondary School in Luton have 
made the odd comment about 
him not being a morning person. 

“He’s quite lively when he gets 
home though, and we hear him 
giggling to himself in the night. 
Callum loves his bed as he feels 
free rather than being confined 
to his wheelchair,” Marie said. 

Callum has a rare condition 
called smooth brain, caused by 


his brain not developing fully and 
so it isn’t covered in the usual 
grooves found on a normal brain. 
He has seizures every day. 

“Callum was our first born and I 
remember Wayne and I saying 
when we had him, we were the 
happiest we’d ever been,” said 
Marie. “It wasn’t until Callum 
was 11 weeks-old he had his first 
seizure and was then diagnosed. 
To say it came as a shock is an 
understatement,” she said. 

“We were apprehensive and had 
mixed feelings about getting any 
help for Callum or ourselves from 
Keech Hospice Care,” said 
Wayne. “Initially, we said we’re 
alright as we are thanks - you 
think of a hospice and you auto¬ 
matically think of death don’t 
you? But it’s not until you go up 
Bramingham Lane in Luton to 
Keech, look around and experi¬ 
ence it that what you’d pictured 
in your head as being a pretty 
bleak place - vanishes,” he said. 

“As a family, Keech has been 
brilliant at supporting and caring 
not only for Callum but all of us,”

Home to the father 
of science fiction

T he Dave Clark Five 

rivalled the Beatles as 
Britain’s most popular 
band at the height of 
their fame, with hits 
such as Bits And Pieces and 
Glad All Over, before splitting 
in 1971. 


Apart from a brief flurry of 
publicity around the hi-tech 
musical Time, which the band’s 
drummer, Dave Clark co-wrote, 
produced and directed in the 
1980s, he’s stayed away from the 
limelight. 

A savvy businessman, Clark 
was the first pop star to own his 
master tapes; producing records 
and managing the band himself.

While the connection is 
obvious, it surely can’t be the 
only reason Neville was 
appointed, as the 40-year-old 
has shown in the last few 
years, in his role as a Sky 
Sports pundit, that his 
knowledge of the game is 
very deep. 

He certainly thought it 
through when he left his 
brother Phil, who was already 
at the Mestalla as assistant 
manager, to deal with the 


near-impossible task of stop¬ 
ping Barcelona at the week¬ 
end before taking charge. 

With so many foreign man¬ 
agers now plying their trade 
in English football, it makes a 
change to see someone from 
these shores heading for the 
hot seat in a major league 
abroad.

Wilkinson: 
Pressure is 
on the Posh

CENTRE back Luke Wilkinson says 
an FA Cup second round clash at 
Peterborough on Sunday will be a 
“relief” from Luton’s League Two 
worries. 

The Hatters have lost their last two 
games in the fourth tier, conceding 
seven goals in two quick-fire sec¬ 
ond half capitulations to Carlisle 
and Newport. 

After starting the league season as 
one of the favourites for a tilt at the 
top - following a busy summer sign¬ 
ing 12 new recruits - they are lan¬ 
guishing in 14th place, six points off 


the play-offs and a seemingly insur¬ 
mountable 14 points adrift of an 
automatic promotion spot. 

They will travel to London Road 
for a 2pm kick-off - that will be part 
of the BBC highlights package but 
not televised live - very much as the 
underdogs against a play-off placed 
Posh outfit, who are League One’s 
top scorers with 46 goals, including 
15 in five games last month, under 
manager Graham Westley. 

“It might be a little bit of a relief,” 
said Wilkinson, who returned at the 
weekend after missing the Carlisle 
defeat, adding: “We can go there 
and there’s no pressure on us. All 
the pressure is on Peterborough. 

“If we go there, get a win then it 
can give the lads a lot of confidence 
if we go there and get a result 


because they are in a league higher 
than us.” 

Though Luton have flattered to 
deceive in the league, they have put 
in some of their best performances 
of the campaign in knockout com¬ 
petitions, beating Championship 
Bristol Rovers in the Capital One 
Cup and then taking Premier 
League Stoke City to penalties in the 
following round. 

In the lohnstone’s Paint Trophy 
they also disposed of Leyton Orient, 
who were flying high at the top of 


League Two at the time, before get¬ 
ting edged out in the next stage by 
League One high-flyers Gillingham. 

“We have been good in the cups 
this year,” Wilkinson said, adding: 
“You could say we’ve got League 
One players in our squad. Hopefully 
we go there [Peterborough] and put 
in a good performance for the fans 
that are going and get a win.” 

One thing Luton must try to cor¬ 
rect is their inability to win games 
after conceding the first goal. It’s 
almost 18 months since they did so 


and that was in the Conference as 
they romped to the title with 100 
goals and points. Since then they 
have taken just eight points from a 
possible 84 in the league. 

But Wilkinson said: “If we go 1-0 
down we always believe that we can 
get back in it because we’ve got the 
players to do that, but at the minute 
it just doesn’t seem to be quite hap¬ 
pening for us at one end or the other. 
We have to keep working hard in 
training and hopefully things will 
turn around.”

LUTON Town's FA Cup tie with 
Peterborough on Sunday after¬ 
noon will see several of their staff 
head back to their old stomping 
ground, where one of them, Craig 
Mackail-Smith, found the net with 
regularity. 

Mackail-Smith scored 99 goals in 
212 games in what was a prolific 
four-and-a-half year spell at 
London Road that saw the Posh rise 
from League Two to the 
Championship. 

It was there he established him¬ 
self in the Football League after 
signing for Dagenham & Redbridge 
in January 2007, then managed by 
current Hatters boss John Still. 

The 31-year-old was reunited with 
Still when he moved to Kenilworth 
Road in the summer after his 
release from Brighton, and may 
start in a game Luton go into as 
underdogs. 

Mackail-Smith said: “I went there 
and I kind of made myself a name, 
we won three promotions in four 
years and I scored the bulk of my 
goals in my career there. 

“It definitely made me into the 
player that I am today and a lot of 
people I know are still at the club, 
so I’m looking forward to going 
back there and doing a professional 


job for Luton.” 

Mackail-Smith has struck three 
times for Town so far this season, 
although he last found the net in 
September. This can be partly 
explained by the fact that he has 
had to deal with issues with his 
hamstring - he has only recently 
returned from a spell out of action 
because of it. 

Luton’s frustrating campaign, 
which has had a couple of upturns 
in form, took a turn for the worse 
last week as defeats to Carlisle and 
Newport left them languishing in 
mid-table, a long way off the auto¬ 
matic promotion spots they were 
tipped to challenge for. 

Mackail-Smith believes travelling 
to Peterborough can provide a wel¬ 
come break from their frustrations 
in the league. He said: “The league 
hasn’t quite gone as we wanted it to, 
the last two games haven’t planned 
out so this gives us that break to go 
away now and go up against a good 
team and show that, as a team, we 
can cope at the next level. 

When asked why Luton’s form has 
been so up and down this season, 
Mackail-Smith said: “It’s hard to 
put a finger on it -1 think it’s a lack 
of concentration. 

“We’re still very much in with a 
chance of doing something very 
good this season. We’re working 
very hard as a team and as individ¬ 
uals.”
